The  slave  being  held  as  n  chattel.  i»  held  under  a  tenure 
which  precludes  any  legal  recognition  of  hi*  rights,  os  a 
thinking  anij  religion*  being.  Tho  master's  right  uf  owner¬ 
ship  swallows  dfi  and  annihilates  all  his  right  to  education, 
and  all  his  rights  of  conscience.  The  slave  must  do  what¬ 
ever  his  master  commands,  must  do  nothing  except  what  he 
permit*.  Having  no  liberty  br  choice,  in  anything, ‘he  is  not 
considered  as  baring  toy  right  to  -‘obey  God  rather  than 
mau.'  The  Codo  of  a  .slave  Mute  does  not  fully  recognise 
this  right,  cren  in  any  white  oilmen — much  lean  in  a  alare. 
Judge  Taney  denies  that  any  colored  mau  has  “any  rights 
that  a  white  mu  is  hound  to  respect.” 

Vo  slave  can  lure  any  Adigioui  privileges  except  such 
a*  are  allowed  him  by  his  master,  who,  whether  be  be  a  be¬ 
liever  or  an  infidel,  may  deoide  what  kind  of  religious  in¬ 
struction  his  slave  shall  receive,  or  whether  he  shall  receive 
any  at  all 

•In  addition  to  this  in  moat  of  the  slave  State*  tlm  Stat¬ 
ute*  fgrbid  the  education  of  slaves  and  their  liberty  to  free 
•social  worship,  as  being  incompatible  with  their  condition  ! 

In  Sooth  Carolina,  as  early  as  1740,  it  was  enacted  that 
whoever  shall  teach  or  cause  any  slave  or  slaves  to  write 
or  shall  employ  any  slave  as  a  scribe,  shall,  for  every  such 
offense,  forfeit  the' sum  of  one  hundred  rounds,  current 
money.”  Brevard’s  Digest,  242.

forcibly  wresting  from  hjm  the  revenue  of  glory  justly  due 
to  him  from  the  siitliou*  of  immortal  souls  whore  know¬ 
ledge.  wisdom,  virtue,  and  holiscM  should  he  devoted  to  hii 
service,  but  whore  ignorauee,  barbarian,  vice,  and  sensuali¬ 
ty  now  planer  them  into. the  depth-  of  *in  and  debase- 
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Slavery  not  only  doe*  this  to  die  slaves,  but  i 
to  the  surround  mg  population,  and  to  the  slaveholders  them¬ 
selves.  Ke  injury  ran  be  inflicted  upon  a  portion  of  the 
immunity,  without  inflicting  an  injury  upon  the  entire 
eommnnity.  including  the  aggressors.  The  same  necessity 
of  the  Slave  System  that  requires  the  enforced  ignorance  of 
the  slave*,  inquire*,  almost  equally,  the  suppression  of  free 
inquiry,  free  speech,  and  a  free  press,  among  the  people  at 
large.  And  this  is  a  source  of  intellectual  and  moral  de¬ 
terioration,  against  which  no  amount  of  previous  culture,  or 
of  literary  advantages  or  leisure,  can  succeasfully  and  per¬ 
manently  contend.  The  decline  of  the  slave  States  has  . 
been  marked  and  rapid.  The  ignorance  and  vicea  of  the  j 
great  mass  of  the  white  population,  arc  proverbial  and  un-  , 
questioned.  The  educated  class,  small  in  number,  dare  not, 
or  will  not  among  themselves,  disenss  thost  great  princi-  | 
■pin  of  Truth,  Righteousness,  Mercy,  and  Freedom,  that  are 
taught  in  the  Scriptures,  and,  losing  sight  of  these,  there  is 
no  amount  or  kind  of  learning  that  can  preserve  their  States¬ 
men  aud  Theologians  from  the  extremes  of  folly  and  mad¬ 
ness.  The  slath  States  arc  becoming  barbarous  and  hca- 
tbcrdxed,  a  region  of  despotism  and  lawlessness,  in  which 
neither  life  nor  property  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  law. 
The  Scriptures  abound  in  graphic  descriptions  of  the  state 
of  society,  in  “the  dark  placca  of  the  earth.”  And  perhaps 
there  are  few  portlous  of  the  world,  at  the  present  day,  to 
wbieh  thorn  descriptions,  would  better  apply  than  to  our 
stare  States ;  thus  affording  clear  and  forcible  proof  that 
the  Bible  is  against  slavery. 

But  slavery  not  only  prohibits  the  education  of  its  vic- 
'  tilts  but  prohibit*,,  likewise,  the  free  exercise  of  religious 
liberty  and  of  social  worship,  among  them. 


ignorance,  barbarism,  and  heathenism  of  the  colored  race, 
reacts  upon  the  whites.  The  degradation  of  the  laboring 
elaas  becoming  a  leaveh  to  the  community  in  general  The 
rice*  of  the  slaves,  like  their  ignorance,  are  communicated 
to  the  great  majority  of  the  whites.  Aa  freedom  of  speech 
and  of  the  press  cannot  exist  in  a  slave  State,  so  the  means 
of  education  and  of  religious  instruction  cannot  be  provided 
for  the  great  mass  of  the  community,  whether  white 
ored,  whether  bond  or  free.  The  character  of  slavery  is 
seen  in  its  effect*.  The  tree  is  known  by  its  frnits.  This 
remark  may  be  illustrated  in  the  particular  which  will  be 
mentioned,  in  our  nest  chapter 
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regulating  patrols.- — (1’rince's  Digest,  342.)  Tho  Act  allud¬ 
ed  to  passed  in  1770,  forbids  slaves  to  assemble  “on  pretense 
of  fenatiug,”  4c.,  “and  Buy  constable,  on  diroction  of  a 
juftidb,  is  commanded  to  disperse  any  assembly  or  meeting 
of  slave*  which  may  disturb  tho  peace.'’  Ac.,  and  ‘every 
slave  which  may  be  found  at  such  meeting,  os  aforesaid, 
shall  and  may  by  order  of  such  justice,  immediately  be  cor¬ 
rected,  wrritOUT  trial,  by  receiving,  on  the  bare  back,  tu-enty- 
five  stripes.  with  a  whip,  switch,  or  eowskin,”  4c. — (Prince’s 
ilicest.  447 1  _  * 

In  South  Carolina,  in  1800,  iu  tho  same  Act  against  educa¬ 
tion,  already  cited,  is  tho  following :  “It  shall  uot  be  lawful 
Jor  any  number  of  slaves,  free  negroes,  mulattoe*.  or  mesti- 
xoes.  even  in  company  wtlh  white  person >,  to  meet  together 
and  assemble  for  the  purpose  uf  mental  instruction,  or  re 
ligious  worship,  either  before  the  rising  of  the  sun,  or  after 
the  going  down  of  the  same.  And  all  magistrates,  sheriffs, 
militia  officers,  4c.,  arc  hereby  vested  with  power.  4c.,  for 
.  dispersing  such  assemblies” — (2  Brevard’s  Digest,  254-5.) 

This  was  aiterwards  modified,  allowing  religious  meetings, 
before  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening,  provided  a  majority  of' 
them  shall  be  white  persons  /”  How  is  the  colored  man  to 
know,  before  baiq),  how  many  white  persons  will  attend  ?  !

Very  few  of  them  enjoy  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  a  regular  gospe^  ministry  ”  Some  have  proposed  ! 
missionaries  for  the  slaves,  but  the  Synod  says  the  com-  I 
munity  will  never  sustain  ibis  measure,  ‘  until  they  aryipe 
for  emancipation 

The  Presbyterian  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia, 
in  1833  said  :  “There  are  over  two  millions  of  human  be- 
i  ig*>  in  the  condition  of  heathens,  and  some  of  them  in  e 
worse  condition.  They  may  justly  be  considered  tho  hca 
tiIrh  of  this  country,  and  will  bear  comparison  with  heathen 
in  any  country  in  tllh  world.  The  negro  is  destitute  of  the 
gospel  ASP  ETC*  WILL  BE.  under  the  present  condition  of 
things 

Further  particulars  might  be  added,  from  tho  same  testi¬ 
mony,  and  also  from  Bishop  Meade  of  Virginia.  Rev.  C.  C 
•Jones,  of  Georgia,  the  Lexington  Western  Seminary.  Ac  ( 
Ac.,  fully  confirming  the  preceding  statement*. 

By  a  well  known  law  of  cause  and  effect  this  enforced  \ 


In  all  the  moral  war  with  slavery,  nothing  ha*  hoc  it  elic¬ 
ited  more  pertinent  and  wise,  than  the  late  letter  of  that 
suffering  servant  of  God,  John  G.  Fee,  to  the  annual 
iugoftbe  American  Missionary  Association.  It  should  be 
rend,  marked,  and  inwardly  dijcstqd,  by  every  Christian 
minister, — especially,  and  not  leas,  by  every  member  of  the 
Christian  Church.  The  attention  of  the  churches  every¬ 
where,  ought  to  “he  drawn  to  its  positions,  and  it*  sugges¬ 
tions  should  bl  calmly  and  yillingly  weighed  by  all  the 
professed  people  of  God. 

Now,  that  the  Southern  church  and  ministry,  in  nil  it* 
branches,  is  being  carried  away  with  (hat  wind  of  doctrine. 
the  Divinity  of  Slavery,  and  with  the  right  and  expediency 
of  secession,  in  order  to  practice  and  enjoy  slaveholdiug 
free  from  molestation,  there  ought  to  he  a  united  and  mighty 
movement  in  the  North,  by  all  tho  people  of  God,  to  pro¬ 
test  against  it,  aud  to  take  the  question  out  of  the  liands  of 
politicians,  into  the  bosom  of  the  church,  to  be  settled  and 
disposed  of  there,  according  to  the  principle*  and  precept* 
of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  pcoplo  having  pronounced  politically,  as  iliqy  hail 
right  to  do,  against  the  extension  of  slavery,  the  churches 
should  now  take  in  hand,  religiously,  the  practice  of  slave¬ 
holding.  and  deal  with  it  faithfully  in  the  spirit  of  the  apos¬ 
tolic  precept.  “Have  no  fellowship'with  the  unfruitful 
works  of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them."  Who  knows 
but  it  mayjie  still  in  the  power  of  Northern  ministers  arul 
churches  to  save  the  country  from  bloodshed  and  anarchy, 
by  taking  the  question  ot  slavery  out  of  the  sphere  of  poli- 
tics,  where  it  only  maddens,  and  transferring  the  conflict  to 
the  church,  where  it  rightfully  belongs,  as  the  great  moral 
question  of  the  age  *  * 

This  would  baTe  been  done,  long  ago,  but  for  the  fatal 
prevalence  of  the  policy  of  conservatism  aud  expediency, 
Which  Mr.  Fee,  justly  says,  has  uot  only  licen  a  failure,  so 
far  a*  the  great  sin  of  the  land,  [slavery]  is  concerned, 
but  has  even  intensified  tlft  evil. 

Whon  Southern  Presbyterians  first  look  ibe  position  ul 
ibe  Charleston  Union  Presbytery,  that  the  holding  of  slaves, 
so  far  from  being  a  sin  in  the  sight  of  God,  is  nowhere  con¬ 
demned  in  His  holy  Word, — and  when  Southern  Baptists 
took  the  position  of  the  Charleston  Baptist  Association,  vix  : 
that  the  Holy  Scriptures  have  not  made  the  fact  of  slavery 
a  question  ot  morals  at  all : — and  when  the  Georgia  Metho¬ 
dist  Conference  resolve,  that  slavery,  as  it  exists  in  the  Uni¬

The  South  most  be  a*  a  unit, 
and  the  Federal  Union  muit  be  preserved.  There  are  too 
many  bold  and  unflinching  advocates  of  the  right,  iu  the  Sooth, 
to  lead  us  to  doubt  tbe  return  of  reasau  to  the  Southern  mind. 

In  view  of  the  resign  itioo  of  Gen.  Cues,  and  the  breaking 
up  of  tbe  Osbiost,  the  H uaU  cones  to  the  conclusion  that  tbe 
beat  step  for  the  Er>*ideBt  would  be  to  resigo  himself,  and 
leave  the  conduct  Of  affurs  in  the  hauls  of  Breckinridge.
